There are plenty of women whose only domestic conversational line 
is a.litany of the day's woes.

Mounted Police Detachments 
Re-Provisioned in Rec- 
ord Time 


Canadian Prees 


NORTH SYDNEY, N.S,, Aug 
30— With all objectives attained, 
including the establishment of a 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
detachment at Bache Peninsula, 
Elismere Island, in latitude 74 
degrees, 4 minutes, north, the 
1926 Canadian Arctic expedition 
under George P. MacKenazis, of 
the NorthWest Territories and 
Yukon branch, department of 
the interior, arrived here Sunday 
on the SS. Beothie. 

In summarizing the achievements 
of the expedition which left here 
July 16, Mr. Mackengie stated that 
the police detachments at Pond In- 
let, Baffin Island, Dundas Harbor 
Devon Island, were re-provisioned in 
record time despite the prevalence 
of for and heavy ice which made 
navigation at times a dificult and 
hazardous matter 

Biasts Way Out 

Returning from Bache Peninsula, 
now the most northerly Iice de 
tachment in the world, uchanan 
Bay was filled with heavy Kane basin 
ice, the only outlet being a narrow 
lead sdbetween the grounded bergs and
